The weekly average of unem- 
ployei persons drawing benefits 
at the local office during May was 
1,583. Last year at the time the 
figure was about 700. 

A reduction in the force at the 
General Electric iron plant and 
the between lull in orange pack- 
ing ‘caused unemployment to rise 
each week during May until the 
last week when it levelled off. 

Increases were reported in cit- 
rus by-products, lemon packing 
anj aircraft repair." Other indus- 
tries showed little change from a 
month ago, according to Mabel 
Gammelgaard, manager of the De- 
partment of Employment at 219 
North Sultana street. 

Despite the number of unem- 
ployed, the local office still has 
difficulty in filling employer or- 
ders where a specific skill is re- 
quired. 

During the last week in May a 
shortage of experienced citrus 
pickers developed. A careful 
check of the work applications 
and claims was made, with the re- 
sult that no citrus pickers are 
drawing benefits. 

However, there is a brighter 
side to the picture. Mrs. Gammel- 
gaard reports that employment 
will probably increase in June as 
Valencia oranges ripen and pack- 
ing is resumed. - Several other 
seasonal industries will also be ex- 
panding their payrolls, concluded 
Mrs. Gammelgaard.

Request has been made from 
Washington for an increase of the 
federal appropriation for the On- 
tario International Airport ad- 
ministration building from $19,- 
498 to $24,812, it was announced 
today by Civil Aeronautics Ad- 


ministration office in Los Angeles.” 


The request was made in or- 
der to match the city’s contribu- 


| tion of $21,000 for the adminis- 


tration building fund. 

The increased appropriation will 
probably be granted, stated H. J. 
Division of Airport 
Engineers, Southern California.

“Everything is being done to 
expedite matters so that the con- 
struction of the administration 
building may begin as soon as 
pessible,” said Friedland. 

Plans and specifications for the 
building were presented to the 
C.A.A. last week by “Pop” Gregg, 
airport consultant, and George 
Sanford, airport manager. The 
plans as presented to the C.A.A. 
eliminated one building and by 
means of cutting down some fea- 
tures of the original drawings, 
brought the estimated cost with- 
in the bounds of the $21,000 set 
aside by the city for airport de- 
velopment purposes.

Sometimes youth of itself may 
want to take a radical point of 
view.” 

Supplementary Books 

Wolf here wanted to know if 
this was to be the main text for 
the state-required U. S. history 
course. Millikan told him it was, 
but that there were also supple- 
mentary’ texts used for reading 
assignments which expressed 
varying points of view. 

“But isn't the student more in- 
clined to pay attention to the 
basic text?” asked Wolf. 

“That depends on the instructor 
and his approach,” replied Milli- 
kan, 

That was all right with Wolf 
as long as the conservative point 
of departure was taken. But it 
was something different to use 
the “radical” viewpoint as a jump- 
ing off place, he said.

l'vee. The immortal J. N. Free 
suid he weuld never die. The 
yiortal remains of the immor- 
tul J. N. rest in the McCutch- 


cuville Cemetery, north of Up- 
per Sandusky. ‘They have been 
rosting there since 1906. 


The immortal J. N. was a lit- 
tle crazy, some say, but that 
would he hard ‘to prove. He 
just wanted everything free, 


like his, surname, and if people 
didn’t give him everything he 
clouded’up all over. He said he 
would “turn the pressure on 
them”. 

There is no single instarice 
of his ever being forced tc turn 
on the pressure, All he did was 
threaten. Nor did he ever ‘‘lift 
the veil,” another superhuman 
feat he was always threatening. 
Mr. Ben Hayes says that the 
immoftal J. N. would storm in- 
to a sthoolroom, walk up to the 
blackboard and write: “I will 
lift the veil at town hall to- 
night at 8 ¢.m.—The Immortal 
aN... Free,” 

By the time the crowd 
gathered to peer into the 
yond, the Immortal J. N. 
in another county. 

Wearing his white hair long, 
to match his frock coat of black 
broadcloth, the Immortal J. N. 
traveled all over the country. 
He traveled free on the trains, 
using passes which he some- 
times wrcete himself. 

Railroad presidents were cag- 
er to give passes to the Immor- 
tal J. N. Mr. Hayes says the 
president 6f the Pennsylvania 
railroad wanted to write him a 
lifetime pass, but J. N. refused.

WASHINGTON (2) — Should 
a man who has become a ‘“men- 
ace to society” be imprisoned 
for life or executed ? 

That old question comes to 
life again in a caze just decided 
by the Supreme Court, although 
the court didn’t raise it, at least 
directly. 

The court was simply deciding 
cn whether a judge was right 
to sentence a man to death after 


a jury had recommended life 
imprisonment. 
This was the case: A New 


York Negro, Samuel Williams, 
killed a 15-year-old girl while 
trying to rob a house. 

A jury listened to all the evi- 
dence. It thought he was guilty 
of murder but... 

It didn’t want to see him exe- 
cuted. So it recommended that 
the judge sentence him to life 
in prison. 

Then the judge got some in- 
formation througn the court's 
probation department and other 
sources. 

This information linked Wil- 
liams with 30 other burglaries 
although he never had been con- 
victed cf any of them. The in- 
formation traced Williams’ 
background and early life. 

The judge decided Williams 
was a “menace to society.” Ig- 
noring the jury’s recommenda- 
tion, the judge sentenced Wil- 
liams to die in the electric chair. 

The judge had received his 
information after the trial. The 
jury had seen none of it. 

So williams’ lawyers appealed. 
Yesterday a. majority of the 
justices upheld the New Yerk 
judge. Williams must die. 


Justice Murphy couldn't go 
along. In a dissenting opinion, 
he cited the “due process” clause 
of the Constitution, which says: 

No one in this country hall 
be ‘deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due prcecess of 
law.’ What does “due proce:s” 
mean? 

Murphy says it ineludes at 
least “the idea that a person 
accused of crime shall be ac- 
corded a fair hearing through 
all the stages of the proceedings 
against him.” 

In this caze, the jury didn’t 
see the information which helped 
influence the judge. 

, But a majority of the Supreme 
Court justices saw it anothcr 
way. They said: 

A judge is nct confined to 
the “narrow issue of guilt.” His 
task, within fixed legal limits, 
is to determine what punishment 
a convicted man gets. It calls 
this “individualizing sentences.” 

The justices praised ‘preva- 
lent modern philosophy of peno- 
logy that the punishment chould 
fit the offender and not merely 
the crime.” 

Leep within their reasoning, 
although not mentioned by the 
court, i; this problem: 

Tf a man has a long record of 
crime, is it all his fault? Or 
how much allowance should be 
made for the things that made 
him what he is? His back- 
ground, family lfe, childhood, 
companions, and the twisted 
slants because of where and how 
he grew up. 

And what responsibility must 
society share in. the shaping of 
a criminal?

Thus far the Russians have 
maintained a studied hands-off 
attitude. Now, however, a re- 


sponsible east European diplo- 
mat in Paris says Soviet Deputy 
Premier Molotov has been placed 
in charge of Russia’s policies in 
the Orient. Thi; informant pre- 
dicts an early shift in Moscow's 
attitude of “aloofness” 
the Chinese Reds. 

Molotov’s appointment in it- 
self would lend support to this 
foreca:t, for he is Stalin’s right 
hand. Observers have been ex- 
pecting just such a development. 
The time has come to start or- 
ganizing that vast country as 
the keystone of Red influence in 
the Orient. 

Heretofore Russia has played 
a cautious game. She brought 
Manchuria within her «phere of 
influence, then seemed to be 
most punctilious in her relations 
with Mao Tse-Tung, the hard- 
boiled and efficient leader of 
the Chinese Communists. 

Moscow's caution may have 
been due largely to the fact 
that Mao is a powerful leader 
and has exhibited Nationalist 
tendencies. In short, there has 
been much speculation abroad 
whether Mac was developing 
into another Yugoslav Tito who 
would refuse to recognize Mos- 
cow’s supremacy. 

Mao is a good deal of an 
enigma. He got his start as a 
revolutionist, back in 1911, in 
the rebellion Which overthrew 
the Manchu dynasty. He holds 
that the peasants and not the 


towards 


working proletariat should form 
the basis of the Chinese up- 
heaval. He always has prac- 
ticed fierce expropriation of 
holdings of landlords and the 
redistribution of land to the 
peasants. 

However—and here is the puz- 
zle—-when critics say his party 
is out for Agrarian reform only 
as { miself have been told in 

China), he explodes: ; 

“Make no mistake about it. 
Ours is a party of communism.” 

It will take a Molotov to iron 
cut the wrinkles. Naturally one 
would expect the Soviet to pro- 
ceed with studied diplomacy in 
dealing with a. tough leader like 
Mao. It will be surprising if the 
Russian program isn’t one of 
tempered advice and material 
assistance which will bring 
China into the Soviet fold grad- 
ually, 

Mao has stated that once the 
Chinese Communists are in 
pewer, they will deal equally 
with the Soviet and the Western 
democracies. Maybe he will, but 
one pauses to consider that 
mighty Ruecsia lies right up 
against his northern border. So 
far as America i3 concerned, he 
considers her his chief foreign 
enemy because of her military 
aid to the Nanking government 
of Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek.

A. Setrakian, chairman vf the 
raisin industry committee, warn- 
ed today that the “grape indus- 
try is sick, very sick,” and he 
added: “The cold fact is that we 
are producing more grapes than 
we can profitably dispose of in 
present markets.” 

His statement was made yes:

dustry committee approved a tax 
plan aimed at combating a pos- 
sible emergency in the state’s 
grape industry.

He 
said this would provide $15,000,- 
000 to dispose of surplus grapes. 

Setrakian said the problem cf 
grape surpluses concerns all seg- 
ments of the industry and not 
just the wine groups.
